Many  Westminster  students 
took  advantage  of  the 
opportunity  to  enhance  their 
college  career  with  a 
semester  in  a 
foreign  country. 
The 

understanding 
of  the  culture 
that  students 
gain  from  a 
semester 
abroad  is 
priceless,  but 
that  doesn't 
mean  the 

experience  comes  without 
challenges.  Jenn  Britton 
described,  "Living  in 
Gennany  for  a  semester  was 
one  of  the  most  rewarding 
experiences  of  my  college 
career.  I  have  to  admit,  it 
took  me  a  while  to  get  used 
to  the  German  culture,  but 
coming  back  to  the  States 
proved  to  be  much  more 
entertaining.  I  couldn't  go 
into  a  public  place  for 
months  after  retuming  to  the 


States  without  pre- 
determining what  I  would  say 
in  German  if  I  were  to  have 
problems.  I  answered 
people  in 
German  without 
thinking  about 
where  I  was,  and 
it  took  a  long 
time  to  re-adjust 
to  American 
eating  habits. 
Getting  used  to 
not  having  to/ 
being  able  to 
walk  everywhere 
took  me  a  while  to  get  used 
to  again  as  well." 

Junior  Amy  Sasfai  said, 
"As  far  as  studying  in 
Germany  is  concerned,  it 
really  was  an  eye-opener.  I 
never  imagined  so  much  went 
on  in  this  world.  I  look  back 
at  the  way  I  was  when  I  left 
the  States,  and  I  see  now  that 
my  entire  disposition  has 
changed.  I  now  put  value  in 
things  that  many  Americans 
don't  even  think  twice  about.

Gonstmction  on  Gampus 


Where  will  the  Business  Office  be  next?  There  is  no 
doubt  that  the  renovation  of  Old  Main  caused  some 
interesting  changes  in  campus  hfe  in  the  spring  semester, 
but  the  college  has  done  its  best  to  keep  all  areas  of  the 
building  up  and  running — though  often  from  some 
unusual  locations.  For  example,  the  Business  Office  was 
stationed  in  Russell,  Dean  Mann  was  relocated  to 
Eichenauer,  and  other  offices  were  dispersed  around  the 
campus.  Students  got  a  bit  more  exercise  than  usual  when 
they  needed  to  check  their  accounts  or  talk  with  the  staff. 

Sophomore  Amy  Perkins,  who  takes  education  classes  in 
Old  Main,  commented,  "Even  though  the  equipment  and 
materials  left  around  the  building  can  be  difficult  when 
trying  to  get  to  class,  I'm  sure  that  we'll  be  happy  with  the 
results  after  the  renovation  is  finished."  Students  and  staff 
alike  seemed  to  agree  that  the  obstacles  created  by  the 
construction  were  minor  compared  to  the  benefits  of  the 
project.  Chaplain's  Assistant  Keturah  Laney,  whose  office 
was  moved  to  McGill  during  the  project,  explained,  'After 
initial  moves. . .the  major  headache  is  the  dust."  On  the 
other  hand,  she  pointed  out  that  "one  of  the  true  bright 
spots  in  the  renovation  process  thus  far  is  the  flexibility, 
hard  work,  and  good  nature  of  the  physical  plant  staff" 

The  Old  Main  project  began  in  early  February  and 
included  the  construction  of  an  elevator,  the  installation  of 
a  sprinkler  system,  and  work  on  the  windows,  the  roofing, 
and  the  electrical  system.  The  renovation  will  not  only 
update  the  building,  but  also  make  Old  Main  much  more 
accessible.  The  project  is  scheduled  to  conclude  in  early 
August  2005.

Orchard  Street  Gafe? 


Just  two  years  after  the  McKelvey  Campus 
Center  first  opened  its  doors  to  students,  the 
great  name  debate  over  the  dining  center  was 
resolved.  Originally  named  the  Orchard  Street 
Cafe  because  of  its  location  at  the  end  of 
Orchard  Street,  the  OSC  still  had  many 
students  calling  it  the  TUB  as  they  had  been 
since  arriving  on  campus  their  freshman  year. 

A  movement  soon  ensued,  led  by  Dr.  David 
Earner,  Titan  Radio,  SGA  legislation,  a 
petition,  and  a  slew  of  alumni  opinions.

Dr.  Edward  Cohen  -  Dr. 
Cohen's  research  on  the 
globalization  of  power  was 
discussed  at  this  year's 
Henderson  Lecture.

As  I  think  about  Sandy,  I'm  keenly  aware  of  how  much  she  has  been  in  my  thoughts  over  the  past  several  years.  As  a  recent  example, 
this  June  I  visited  Walden  Pond  with  my  family.  Sandy  felt  a  kinship  with  Thoreau,  sharing  his  passion  for  the  environment,  for  a 
value-laden  life,  and  tor  the  written  word.  So,  standing  at  the  site  of  Thoreau's  cabin,  I  thought  of  Sandy  as  I  read  his  tamous 
declaration:  "I  went  to  the  woods  because  I  wished  to  live  deliberately,  to  front  only  the  essential  facts  of  life,  and  see  if  I  could  not  learn 
what  it  had  to  teach,  and  not,  when  I  came  to  die,  discover  that  I  have  not  lived." 

Today  (August  2nd,  2005),  the  poignancy  of  these  words  is  overwhelming.  Sandy  came  to  Westininster  already  inspired  to  learn  and 
to  make  a  difference  in  the  world.  She  was  detemiincd  to  challenge  herself  and  to  live  a  meaningtlil  life.  Those  of  us  who  were 
fortunate  to  have  her  in  class  felt  that  she  raised  the  bar  for  everyone—teachers  included—with  her  intelligence,  curiosity,  passion, 
compassion,  and  generosity.
